It appears likely, judging from 
a discussion of the subject, that the 
vote may be had next week, although 
the m atter yet is involved in some 
uncertainty. 


The election of Jonce Monyhan of 
Orleans as secretary of the Lim 
i 
League is regarded as an indication 
th at he intends to get into the runn'ng 
soon for some state office.
